All of the rejections stated in the previous Office Action have been withdrawn in 
view of Applicants' cancellation of. claims 1-17, 21-30, 34-45, 51-58, and 62-66. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 8-20, 31 -33, 46-50, 59-61 , and 67-77 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest the claimed processes for 
preparing a noble metal catalyst, wherein a solution of a platinum reagent is provided, 
an oxidizing agent is added thereto, a solution of a ruthenium reagent is provided and 
added to said platinum reagent solution (wherein at least a portion of said oxidizing 
agent is added simultaneously with said ruthenium reagent solution), a treated 
particulate carbon is introduced into said platinum reagent solution, and contacting said 
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platinum and ruthenium reagent solution containing said particulate carbon with a 
precipitating agent. 

The prior art of record also does not teach or suggest, as stated in the previous 
Office Action, Applicants' claim limitations regarding the treatment of the particulate 
carbon, either with oxidizing acids or oxygen gas, hydrogen peroxide, organic 
peroxides, or ozone, nor does the prior art teach or suggest the addition of a dispersant 
or surfactant to a chloroplatinic acid solution to obtain the solution of platinum reagent.
